“Recovery progress. in Canada 
since February, 1933, has been in 
two stages, the first between Feb- 
Yuary and July, 1933, and the sec- 
ond from that date to the present 
UUme. These periods are not relat~ 
€4 to governmental policies but to 
more general factors. By rapid 
strides after April. 1933, bank de- 
bite swelled unttt in the month of 
July $1,697,000.000 more money 
‘eork was done than in the month 
of February, an Increase of 92 per 
gent, although spending resources 
in the meantime had increased on- 
ly 5 per cent. Within three months 
Canada recovered a spending ac- 
tivity capable of sustaining a busi- 
Ress volume almost equal to that 
of 1924. 

“There had come a new psychol- 
ony. Just why, it may be hard 
to say; but at some point in every 
depression there arises a consensus 
that ‘the bottom has been reached 
and that therefore there may again 
be & chance for business enterprise 
at level or improving prices.

rd after all Down Texas way the cot- 
ton farmers use geese to rid the cotton 
patches of Bermuda, Johnson and crab! 
grasses, and here's the story: 

‘There are probably’ 25,000 web-footed 
“farm hands” in Van Zandt county alon 

Tt was explained that the geese have 
a yén for the succulent green roots of the 
grasses, while refusing to touch the 
tough fibrous roots of the cotton plant. 
‘The farmer turns loose his flock at the 
top of the rows and they waddle down, 
taking’ every shoot of grass as they go- 

‘The honor of first utilizing geese as 
farm workers is commonly accorded to 
C. C. Simmons of Myrtle Springs. The 
grass had all but smothered his cotton 
so he built  goose-proof fence around 
his cotton and turned his flock inside. 
He wasn't sure the geese would not eat 
the cotton and didn’t much care, the 
case looked so hopeless. 

‘That was years ago, and farmers in 
this section have been using geese ever 
since, One farmer alone uses 1,200 
birds a year in his field. 

It was explained that the cost of 
farm hands to clean a patch and keep it 
clean is around $150 for 100 acres, 
while the geese will do the same job for 

_ 4 cost of about $15.
